' and publickly read one of them-at the entertainment of ſome 


perſons that came to viſit him 3 as likewiſe his Intention to 
diſperſe them ; together with'the manner of, Diſcovery, and - 
finding che Libels, and printing materials, and other Circum- 
ſtances ſo plainly Evident, that he could make little or no de. 
fence, whereupon, after a full hearing, wherein he had all the 
reaſonable liberty imaginable to make his ObjeRions the Jury 
found him. Guilty of High-Treaſon, and  hethereupon recei- 
ved Sentence, to be drawn upon a Hurdle to the place of Execu- 
tion, there to be hang'd by the Neck not till dead, but being Cut 
down alive, bit privy members to be Cut off. his Brwels taken ont 
and Burnt before bis Face, bisHead tobe ſevered from his Body,
